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The first school built in Mo 
line was erected in 1843 at 
the site of the present city 
hall; a site considered by 
many townspeople to be too 
far from town! Unfortunately 
it was completely destroyed 
by fire in 1872. Pictured to 
the right is the replacement 
building, called West Ward 
House Used for all grades, it 
was run by a teaching staff of 
16 women This building also 
burned but was rebuilt in 
1887 
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Central School, built m 1894. 
was the first real high school 
in the Moline School System, 
and was used for 20 years. A 
new high school was erected 
just east of Central during the 
1914-15 school year. Still 
standing and commonly 
known today as the Beling 
Building, it is pictured at the 
left. This building served as 
Moline High School until the 
present high school was built 
in 1958. 
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This year marks the 100th graduating class of Moline High School. In the following pages we have attempted to look back at 
what being a member of the MHS student body was like before the turn of the century Most of the pictures used were taken 
from the first and second "M' s. published in 1913 and 1914 We present to you “In Retrospect . ”

E.P. Nutting devoted 37 years to the Moline school system; his last IU being as superintendent of education. 

Julia Gettemy was a well-known English teacher in the early years of Moline education. Her name will long be 
remembered because annually an award in her honor is presented to a student displaying outstanding ability in the 
field of writing 

Considering the 2,800 students currently enrolled at MHS it is difficult to imagine that in 1887 three teachers 
taught 82 pupils, the entire high school student body The salary paid these three teachers totaled $2,505 annually 
At this same time it was required that those wishing to be teachers in the Moline School system pass an exam be- 
fore taking over a class. 

In the year 1912 high school students had to give up their gym classes because there was lack of adequate 
space. At this time they were still in the old school building, but with the move to the new school in 1914 gym 
classes were resumed

The foundation of #1 outhouse has been so poorly laid that its repair for the 3rd time was out of 
the question and rebuilding was a necessity; the safety of the students demanding it. Students today, 
just as then, face many uncommon situations. Entrance to high school was determined by examina- 
tion One was promoted through grades as fast (or slow) as proficiency permitted. With no compulsory 
attendance law. only 858 out of 2,123 children attended and cost per pupil was only $10.87. If this 
sounds great, consider that girls outnumbered guys 5 to 1 and there wasn’t a male teacher until 1883. 
Girls dropped out of school before commencement because they couldn’t afford clothes for the social 
functions. One such function: "Miss Mattie Atkinson entertained 20 young men at her house on the 
evening of Dec. 15." Juvenile delinquency was a problem even then as reported by the Board of Edu- 
cation. 13 cases of corporal punishment per month were reported in 1875. A truant officer was hired 
to force 47 pupils to attend school. (Two parents were prosecuted). There were also such eternally 
joyous situations (to students) as school closings. This happened in 1917 due to a coal shortage and 
in 1918 because of a flu epidemic, (six students died) Another favorite pastime of students concerns 
making a teacher’s life as miserable as possible. Students first had this pleasure during thel891 
school year Despite many drawbacks, frustrations, and tribulations some students managed to make 
it through to graduation. 5 girls and 1 boy made up the first MHS graduating class. They join in wish- 
ing you the same success.

In 1914 the “M“ made the following observation concerning athletics: “The aim at MHS has not been 
primarily at all costs, to win We want our fair share ot victories, it would be discouraging not to have them, 
but we want first of all to maintain a high standard of clean, square sportsmanship, to treat our opponents 
fairly, and accept defeat with a good spirit.” 

The year 1900 was the starting point or Moline’s glorious athletic career in football. Prior to this, football 
had been played, but on a limited basis with team members not necessarily being students at the high school. 

In addition to football, basketball was also popular in early high school years. In 1914 the ”M" stated. “Mo 
line has never been so prominent in basketball.” By 1916. under the direction of J.F. McGough. as director of 
athletics, Moline won the district tournament and sent the first team ever to represent Moline at state. 

In the early 1900s Moline High School had an outstanding track team. However, during the 1915 season a 
great decline took place due to the lack of a large enough field for practice. Despite a few unfortunate track 
seasons, MHS always had a few good individual track men. 
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The 1875 school year was divided into a fall term, lasting from Sept. 3rd to Dec. 16th; a winter term, in 
session from Jan. 7th to March 28th; and a spring term, from Apr 14th to June 8th. Attendance was quite 
low during planting and harvesting months, as the boys were needed in the fields. U.S. citizens made up 
60% of the student body in 1886. followed by 26% Swedish, and 8% German 16% of those entering first 
grade made it to graduation, (the national average was 1%) Moline was one of 31 high schools in Illinois 
accredited to enter pupils in the University of Illinois. 

Throughout the years many improvements were made to the high school. A cooking room was installed 
in 1900 This action might have prompted the hiring of the first school nurse in 1914 This year also saw 
all schools connected by that marvelous invention, the telephone. 'Bubbling fountains" replaced drinking 
cups in 1911. And for all you physical education haters, this class was suspended in 1912 due to a lack of 
space. Elective class systems were first started at MHS in 1905; a forerunner of self-scheduling All in 
all. we've cornea long way!
